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1) The amendment filed March 20, 2006 will not be entered for the reason that it raises new 
issues requiring further consideration and search and it does not materially simplify the issues for appeal. 

a) The effect of the proposed change to the definition of V in claim 3 constitutes a 
new limitation which involves a change in the scope of the claim (a new consideration). 

b) The proposed addition of components to the kit of claim 5 would change the 
patentability considerations involved, i.e. whether the additional components would render the kit 
patentable over the prior art. Unamended claim 5 is readable on each of the compounds of 
formulas (I) and (II) perse since the kit requires only the presence of one of these two 
compounds. {It is again noted that the for use in limitation fused as") of claim 5 is not a 
limitation on the product perse {see paragraph 7) of the final rejection}. 

c) The proposed change of the claim 4 variable "Z" from "a carrier compound" to "an 
amino acid or peptide" involves a change in scope of the claim. A "carrier compound" 
(presumably an immunogenic protein) is different from either "an amino acid" or a "peptide", 
neither of which is immunogenic in nature. 

2) A newly presented amendment which is limited to the proposed change to claim 1 would be 

entered. 

3) Applicants' arguments filed March 20, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The lack of a specific description of an ethylene linkage in the Kawada et al abstract (cited by 
applicants in their Remarks) does not negate the fact that the propylene linkage is specifically described. 
This homologous propylene linkage is the closest in structure to the n = 5 linkage of the claimed 
compounds. {No complete translation of the Japanese patent has been provided either by the examiner 
or the Japanese inventors of this application.} 
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The examiner does not agree that the Kawada et al description involves w a vast number" of 
substituted phenyl derivatives. The Kawada et al compounds include only 0-3 chloro and/or methyl 
substituents on a single phenyl ring.
